She 
bid a grand slam in no trumps and 
certainly made the bid. 


Under auspices of the Vulcan 
branch of the Canadian Legion, Capt. 
H. -G. 9cott, ex-magistrate of Calgary 
and world traveller, delivered a lec¬ 
ture for the public on conditions in 
Europe today, in the Vulcan theatre 
on Thursday, Feb. 13th. The theatre 
was well filled with attentive listen¬ 
ers to hear Capt. Scott tell of the 
tremendous human drama being set 
on the European stage these days. 
The address was made interesting by 
maps, on which the lecturer traced 
the setting of the world drama. P. B. 
Discher, president of the local Legion 
branch, was chairman for the even¬ 
ing. 

Using the vast store of knowledge 
made possible from his tours of Eur- 
ope in recent years and by close con¬ 
tact with conditions during and fol¬ 
lowing the Great War, Mr. Scott gave 
a word picture ofEurope today. He 
used his tour of certain sections of 
that continent during' the latter part | 
of 1935 for the basis of his calcula-1 
tions. “One cannot help but feel the 
extreme seriousness of the situation 
that Europe is undergoing today,” 
said the speaker in the opening re¬ 
marks of his address. This was evinc¬ 
ed by the near crisis enacted during 
the ejections in Memel on September 
23rd, 1936, he claimed. 

Continuing, Mr. Scott told of the 
historical background- of the huge 
canvass which shows a picture of Po¬ 
land of by-gone days—a Poland that 
was a tremendous empire and includ¬ 
ed the state of Lithuania. This condi¬ 
tion existed for some centuries then 
the country was completely obliterat¬ 
ed as a nation. The treaty of Ver¬ 
sailles bringing them back into be¬ 
ing. Memel, a city in the most north¬ 
easterly section of Germany, was 
created a free city, with customs un¬ 
ion with Lithuania, though of German 
population. After risings, the city of 
Vilna was ceded to Poland by the 
League of Nations and Memal to Lith¬ 
uania. Mr, Scott told of the constitu¬ 
tion drawn up by the League for 
Memal. The parliament, of which 
twenty metnberg .were necessary to 
make a quorum, was proportionately 
2 -t German and 6 Lithuanians, said 
the speaker. The parliament was 
dissolved, five Germans being sen- j 
tenced to life imprisonment and the 
five Lithuanians resigning. Thus 
IJthuania, on the advice of Great 
Britain, Italy and FVance, called for 
a new election. 

Leaving the election at Memal, Mr. 
Scott described Germany’s position 
before continuing with the telling of 
the election, during the time which 
the speaker was in that city. He told 
of Germany being completely sur¬ 
rounded by a ring of land lost to her 
by the Treaty of Versailles. Attempts 
to recover what she can have resulted 
in : (1) The return of the Rhineland 
earlier than the treaty intended and 
the return of the Saar by vote; <2) 
Atrocities committed on the Austrian 
front and foiled by the anting of 
Italians on the Austrian front. This 
was culminated by the assassination 
of Dolfuaa; (8) Hitler’s treaty with 
Poland calling a truce of ten years on 
border activities and thought by 
some to be an enormous wager as to 
which nation will get the benefit of 
the change the ten years is bound to 
make. 

Back to the election the speaker 
said that the situation was critical, 
shown In the coamopolitan array 
in the city at the time of voting. An 
array that included representatives of 
United States, Great Britain, France 
and even remote Japan for an elec¬ 
tion in a city of 40,000 people and an 
outlying electorate of only 68,000. Mr. 
Scott described the system of voting 
as being uninue. One hundred and six¬ 
ty-eight candidates entered into an 
election for 29 seat3 and no separate I

municipal finances 

During the last monthT financial statements from sur¬ 
rounding municipalities have been coming in to the office, 
and every weekly paper has carried reports of the finances, 
of town and country. With few exceptions these reports 
are favorable. Debenture expenses have been met, and 
the great majority have met running expanses and have a 
cash balance on hand. During the last two or three years 
many have succeeded in reduAng tax rates, thus meet¬ 
ing in a measure the necessities of those who pay the 
taxes. 

The most vexing phase of municipal government is the 
matter of relief. And the one unmanageable feature of re¬ 
lief estimates, is the drain of charges from other munici¬ 
palities, on account of former residents. If it were not for 
.his inquitous method of extracting relief froip the junior 
councils, for the country’s “moving” population, most muni 
cipalitios could organize their relief business with effic¬ 
iency and assurance, 

And even with this handicap, the municipal cojujcillors 
are handling their duties with, good judgment. The pay¬ 
ment of debentures, means that those services by which 
Western towns emerged from rough, pioneer life, are being 
steadily paid off. In no great time waterworks and sew¬ 
age, sidewalks, and in some towns power plants, will be 
clear of debt. 

Considering that most towns in Alberta were no more 
han rude primitive settlements thirty-five years ago, thei 
present position is amazing. So far as facilities and com¬ 
forts are concerned, these towns compare favorably with 
hose of much older countries. In the matter of streets, 
sidewalks, sewage, waterworks, schools, hospital, etc., all 
najor expenditures have been made. The heavy burden of 
debentures lies behind us. Other towns are in a similar 
happy position. 

Rural municipalities have maintained schools, added a 
little to their annual road program, and have met require¬ 
ments without going farther into debt. Most of the-munici- 
palities in this area have also caught up on all hospital 
arrears. 

It would appear that the major expenditures and under¬ 
takings of most communities are now; over, and that judg¬ 
ing by all reports "the situation is well in hand." The 
record of the years is on the whole a testimonial to the ad¬ 
ministration of civic and municipal affairs, at least in 
Southern Alberta. 


REDUCTIONS needed 

When Ex-Premier Henry was in power in Ontario, he 
reduced his legislature from 112 to 90. It has been re¬ 
ported that Premier Hepburn is planning further reduc¬ 
tion which if carried out uniformly over the province 
would bring the membership down to about fifty. Ontario 
has a population of 3,540,000 and a present legislative 
membership of 90. Much approval is being given to a fur¬ 
ther drop to the contemplated fifty legislators. 

Alberta has a population of about 700,000 and a legisla¬ 
tive representation of 63 members, or one for every 11,900 
peple as contrasted with Ontario’s one member for every 
38,888 of population. 

In the last legislature, D. M. Duggan was particularly 
strong in urging a membership much smaller than now ex¬ 
ists. He was supported, in theory at least, by a few of the 
other parties. Any appeal to the electorate in the province 
would prove them to be overwhelmingly in favor of a de¬ 
creased representation. Mr. George Hoadley had a busi¬ 
ness plan of administration well worked out, but failed to 
persuade Tils "colleagues to present it as a definite policy 
of the party.' 

Over-government is evident in Ottawa, with its multi¬ 
plicity of members and departments. The work of these 
departments is overlapped or at times confused, by the 
work of similar departments in each of the nine provinces. 
It is an appalling waste of the taxpayers’ money. 

If any move is made to amend the British North Ameri¬ 
ca Act, and opening may be provided for the reduction 
of costs of government The specified membership of 
Quebec, which serves as the basic province, might be ad¬ 
justed in recognition of the rapid communication and easy 
transportation of modern times. This would pave the way 
to general reduction federally, and the good example | 
might spread to the -provinces. 

A more efficient re-organization of the respective de¬ 
partments of federal and provincial governments, could 
eliminate much of the duplication—or even nullification— 
of present effort.

And here is a magazine, written particularly for the 
sportsmen of Alberta, and other parts of the West. It well 
deserves a wide circulation, and it is to be hoped that those 
interested in recreational outdoor life in Alberta, will give 
their encouragement, and subscriptions, to the home¬ 
grown magazine.

establishing of rural route deliveries 
when needed; publicity to the com- 
mcnity resulting to a larger tourist 
trade; establishing of community 
shopping days and marketing days; 
material in bringing industries to 
towns; bringing movements for hos¬ 
pital districts and other municipal 
legislation, and so on. The organiza¬ 
tion of a Board of Traile brings the 
businessmen of the community to a 
central point by co-operation, a thing 
sadly lacking in communities such as 
ours a t times. High River, Hanna, 
Drumheller, Claresholm and dozens 
of other centres have community 
groups. Recently there was organized 
in Champion a Boosters Club with 
the same such motives as a Board ot 
Trade. . j. 

Many years ago Vulcan had a Com¬ 
munity Club and at another time had 
a Board of Trade but both died a 
natural death in turn through lack of 
support. Both left financial debts be¬ 
hind still to be found on the back 
ledger leafs of some businesses, the 
Advocate among the number. There¬ 
for it is useless to start such a group 
without the germ of the idea being 
carried not for one year but for as 
many years as the town shall exist 
Once the organization is started, the 
purpose must be carried on from one 
year to the next with the ideal of co¬ 
operation in mind. It is useless with¬ 
out.
